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TAKING THE SAT Contest 



If you are a high school senior, you 
may be facing one of life's rituals 
beginning this fall -- choosing, 
getting in, and paying for college. To 
help with the "getting in" part of the 
college-going process, the College 
Board, a membership association of 
schools and colleges, has published a 
comprehensive new guide to tell you 
what the Scholastic Aptitude Test is 
all about and to help you go into the 
test with a minimum of butterflies in 
your stomach. The SAT, a national 
college admissions examination, 
serves as a common denominator for 
students from all parts of the country 
and is used with other important 
student information to make admis- 
sions decisions. 

The 48-page guide, entitled 
"Taking the SAT" is the most 
complete explanation and preview of 
the SAT ever provided by the College 
Board. All students registering to 
take the test will receive a free copy 
of the booklet from their high school 
guidance office. 

A major part of the booklet is a 
complete SAT and a complete Test of 
Standard Written English (TSWE), 
along with answer sheets and scoring 
key. It also includes descriptions and 
detailed advice for solving each type 
of question, general test-taking 
strategies, information about the 
purposes of the SAT and TSWE, and 
a description of College Board 
scoring procedured which students 
may follow to estimate their test 
scores. 

Here are some suggestions about 
how to make the best use of this new 
guide: 

* The SAT is given six times - 
seven in some states at thou- 
sands of test centers in the U.S. 
and abroad. Because of college 
application deadlines, most seniors 
take the SAT in November, Decem- 
ber, January or March, while 
juniors take the test in May or 



June, often tor practice as well as 
to apply for early admission. Once 
you've chosen a registration date -- 
and you should do so at least five 
weeks before the test date -- be 
sure to get a copy of "Taking the 
SAT" from your guidance office. 

* When you get a copy of 
"Taking the SAT," read through 
the first section on "Preparing for 
the Test" to learn how the test 
books are arranged, how long the 
testing time for each section is, 
how to mark the answer sheet, and 
how to approach the questions. 

* Next, study each type of 
question and the suggestions for 
approaching the answers and con- 
sult your math and English teach- 
ers for help. 

* Once you've completed these 
sections of the booklet, then you 
are ready to take the sample test. 
Instructions are given for setting 
up conditions that will be like the 
actual test administration. You 
may even want to get together with 
some friends and have a friend or 
parent to be the proctor. You will 
need to set aside two-and-one-half 
hours without interruptions to 
complete all of the test in one 
sitting. Or, you can try it in five 
half-hour sessions. 

* After you finish the practice 
test, follow the instructions on 
"How to Score Your Sample Test" 
at the end of the guide. After you 
have scored your test, you can go 
back and analyze your performance 
and see how you might improve it. 
With the benefit of the test-taking 
hints and practice taking a real 
SAT, you should be able to 
approach the test with a good idea 
of what to expect and with more 
confidence. 

NOTES: Test dates are 
available on the SAT book- 
let in the guidance office. 



Students Compete On Quiz Show

Then, the 
teams with the second highest and 
the second lowest scores will com- 
pete, and on the third week the 
middle scoring teams will compete.

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Editorial A School Fair Could Establish Tradition 



In school, like everywhere else in 
our society, one of the main concerns 
of our various organizations is fund 
raising. Everywhere one turns, this 
process is in evidence. Each club 
needs money for its own worthwhile 
purpose, and as such we treate the 
fund raiser as the every day, ordianry 
process which it is. 

The problem at Methuen High is, 
however, that there are simply too 
many worthy causes that need 
support. Not a week passes without 
some fund raiser taking place. 

One sees the sale of Nestles' 
Crunch and Almond Bars, the band 
or senior tee shirts, the jewelry, the 
flowers, and the dance or play 
tickets constantly being repeated in a 
seemingly never ending cycle. 

Some fund raisers such as candy 
bars are always popular at Methuen 
High School, and, as a result, yield a 



lairly good profit. Others, like high 
school dances, are unpredictable. At 
the beginning of the school year, 
students, especially underclassmen, 
frequent the dances; but, as the year 
progresses, one witnesses student 
body support diminishing. 

Some attribute the failure of such 
funstions to a general lack of school 
spirit, however, we feel that the 
reason which underlies this apparent 
apathy is far more complex. 

in previous years, the lack of 
school spirit may have been in part 
responsible for the disappointing 
lack of success, but the obvious 
enthusiasm of the present under- 
classmen at M.H.S.has disaccredited 
this possability. 

Undoubtedly, there is a small 
section of the high school population 
who do not regard "esprit des corps" 
as one of their responsibilities; but, 



on the other hand, there are those 
who make it their primary concern. 

We feel that so much time and 
energy should not be wasted on a 
fund raiser which involves a small 
percentage of the school population 
and that all the clubs at M.H.S. 
should combine their various talents 
into one or two major fund raisers 
which the student body could look 
forward to having. 

This proposal would not be unique 
to other schools' functions in the 
Lawrence area. Phillips Academy 
has a fair around Christmas, and 
Presentation of Mary has an October- 
fest. Such a school function would 
both give the students something to 
look forward to and establish a 
tradition. It would also be a 
spectacular fund raiser.

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Dwight Evons Comes To Methuen

What would a great baseball player 
like Dwight Lvans have done it he 
hadn't made it to the major leagues? 
"The Ranger Spirit," in a recent 
interview with this Red Sox player at 
Ford Lincoln Mercury in Methuen 
found out much about this superstar. 

Dwight Evans played his first 
Major League Game in Boston in 
1972. "They put me in right field, I'd 
heard about it being a sun field and 
all, but I caught the first ball hit out 
there in a diving catch and got a 
standing ovation." 

After the standing ovation, he 
must have realized that those three 
years in the minor leagues were 
worth it. Dwight told us that he had 
given himself four years to make the 
major years . He said that if he didn't 
make it into the majors in four years 
he would have gone back to work in 
his father's resturant. 

Dwight found out that he was one 
of a few very lucky people, but, 
before he was accepted, he decided 
to stay as long as it took. He said, 
"But as I was playing, Ibegan to love 
the game and decided that if it took 
six or seven years, I would do it." 



After being with the Red Sox for 
six years, he has accumulated many 
loyal fans. Asking him how it felt 
being a celebrity, he said, "I don't 
look at it as being a celebrity. I'm a 
normal person just like everyone 
else. I do have to behave myself and 
set an example, but I can let things 
go once in a while." 

The Sox had it bad this season as 
far as injuries go, so we asked him if 
any of the players were seriously 
hurt. Dwight said, "'The only one 
who's really hurting is Fisk. He's got 
some cracked ribs, and all that will 
help him (to cure them) is time." 

The question of Dwight's future 
after his days with the Red Sox are 
over is a touchy question for any 
young pro-ball player, but we asked 
his what he planned to do when he 
retires. He said, "After that knee 
surgery last August, I didn't know 
whether I'd be back. The big fear of 
athletes is retirement, but all of us 
are trying to plan and take care of 
ourselves financially." 

A week before the play-off game 
between the Yankees and the Red 



Sox, we asked Dwight what the 
atmosphere in the clubhouse was. 
Evans replied, "No, it's not tense. 
There's a lot of pressure, but we 
learn to strive on pressure." We then 
asked him if he thought that the 
Yankees would win on that fateful 
Monday.
